Canadian Crops 
At Kansas Show 


Successes Demonstrate That Canada 
Is Unsurpassed as An Agri- * 
cultural Country 

Canadians scored many remarkable 
successes at the International Soil 
Products Exposition recently held in 
Kansas City. Forty first, twenty-nine 
second and: twenty-six third prizes 
were won, by exhibitors from the prai- 
rie provinces: Amongst the prizes 
won were, the first, second and third 
prizes for hard. spring wheat; . the 
sweepstakes for wheat, and the ‘cup 
offered by the Department ‘of Nat- 
ural Resources of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway for the best half bushel 
of lard spring wheat; first, second 
and third prizes, andthe sweepstakes 
for oats; first second and third prizes 
for flax; first second and third for 
peas, second and third ptizes for bar- 
ley, ‘and’ second” and third prizes for 
oats. 

James S, Field, who won the cup 
sweepstakes and first prize for hard 
red spring wheat as well as sweep- 
stakes and first prize for oats, is farm- 
ing about three miles north of Regina 
and, though compéting at shows for 
a number ‘of years, ‘this is the first 
time he has had.a really big. success 
outside local. shows. 
stakes for wheat and the first prize 
for bard red spring wheat have been 
won at the Kansas show by. Canad- 
ians ‘seven times during the Jast eight 
years. 

Western Canadian exhibitors won 
four firsts, three seconds and three 
thirds in the potato classes; they were 
also succéssfull’ in classes for ‘cab- 
bages, cauliflowers, pumpkins, squash 
and watermelons, 

. All these successes again demén- 
strate the fact that Canada is un- 
surpassed as an agricultutal. country.
